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TRANSPORTATION TO NEW BUILDING 


The new NLM building is located on the grounds of the 
National Institutes of Health in Bethesda, Maryland, facing 
east toward Wisconsin Avenue, at the intersection of Jones 
Bridge Road. 


Motorists: Proceed northwest on Massachusetts Avenue, then 
north on Wisconsin Avenue (Route 240) to NLM building, 

Bus lines: From Union Station and along Pennsylvania Avenue 
take D.C. Transit bus 38, or any bus marked ''Friendship 
Heights,"' to District of Columbia line at Wisconsin and 
Western Avenues. Fare: 25 cents. 

From Statler Hotel take D.C. Transit bus west- 
bound marked '"D-2" or "D-4" and transfer to ''Friendship 
Heights'' bus at Wisconsin Avenue. 

At District of Columbia line (Wisconsin at West- 
ern Avenue) take bus marked '"'T-6 Naval Medical Center," 
alighting at Jones Bridge Road. Bus leaves at 25 and 
55 minutes past the hour. Fare: 23 cents. 

Or, at Wisconsin and Western Avenues take a bus 
marked "T-8 National Institutes of Health" and alight 
in front of NIH Clinical Center. Bus departs at 10 and 
40 minutes past the hour. Fare: 23 cents. 

Taxi service: Less than $5 from most downtown points. 





STATE OF THE BUILDING 


The new NLM building will be only about 90 percent com 
pleted at the time of its dedication on December 14. The 
main reading room, in which the ceremonies will be held, is 
now being finished. Ceiling, lighting, floor covering, am 
painting are completed on one of the basement levels, an 
stacks are being installed there. Landscaping of the site 
is moving along satisfactorily. 

The new target date for completion is March 1, 1962, 
and moving of collections and personnel will probably begin 
in mid-April.
